CARDINGTON, England, July 28. 
(Tuesday.)—(#)—Britain’s great new 
air liner, R-100, biggest airship 
afloat, making the first trans-Atlantic 
flight hy a British dirigible in 11! 
years, soared away from her mooring 
mast here at 3:45 a. m. (9:45 p. m. 
Monday, E. 8S. T.) today, bound for 
Canada. ; | 


powerful Rolls-Royce engines began 
running soon after 3 a. m., and as 
the starting moment approached 
roared deafeningly. : 


Then with loud cheers from a 
crowd that for hours has stood about 
watching the preparations, the moor- 
ing ropes were cast off and the air- 
ship rose rapidly and set out for Liv- 
erpool. 

From there she will fly north to- 
ward the Hebrides Islands, west of 
Scotland, avoiding a low pressure 
area north of Ireland. A cold, strong 
wind was blowing. 

According to schedule, the R-100 
should reach St. Hubert field, Mont- 
real, sometime early Friday morning. 
Her course was left to the discretion 
of her commander, Squadron Leader 
R. 8S. Booth. He probably will take 
the northern great circle route, pass- 
ing north of Ireland to a point south 
of Cape Farewell, Greenland, crossing 
Labrador and following the St. Law- 
rence river te St. Hubert field. 

As the R-100 disappeared into the 
blue-gray western sky, a small tail 
light, the only one visible, indicated 
her course was northwest. : 

She carried fonr officers and G2 
men. Clos@ guard was maintained 
against aspiring stowaways. A stow- 
away succeeded in making the voyage 
aboard the R-34 in 1919. The last 
previous British dirigible to cross the 
Atlantic. 

Everyone connected with the flight 
was confident of the big airship’s 
powers. Officers and crew were in 
the highest spirits. 

The R-100, Britain’s challenge to 
Germany’s supremacy in lighter-than- 
air craft performances, is a rigid air- 
ship of 5,000,000 cubic feet displace- 
ment.

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' In South Carolina Lauded 


Commissioner Reviews 
Accomplishment Made 
Possible by Issue of $65,- 
000,000 in Bonds. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., July 28.—(#) 
Upon the completion of its $65,000,- 
QUO highway program South Carolina 
“will have one of the best and most 
complete systems of highways in the 
nation,” Ben M. Sawyer, chief high- 
way commissioner of South Carolina, 
said in an address over Radio Station 
WBT here tonight. 

“The state highway bond act,” the 
engineer declared, “has been beset 
with all sorts of factious litigation— 
and evil that has always been a legal 
possibility in democratic government— 
but just as the causes of honest prog- 
ress have always won in the end, the 
construction of South Carolina state 
highways is now under way and based 
upon area, wealth and population, the 
state, at the end of the program, will 
have one of the best and most com- 
plete systems of highways in the na- 
tion. 

“Hard surface roads,’ Mr. Sawyer 
continued, “will connect the county 
seats and centers of population and in 
addition the completed state highway 
system will not’ only furnish economic, 
comfortable and healthful transporta- 
tion for the motor vehicle owners who 
are paying the entire cost of the debt, 
but through the improvement of edu- 
cational opportunities, the promotion 
of agricultural interests, the promotion 
of industry and labor, the opening up 
of seashore and mountain resorts, the 
advertisement of the state’s natural re- 
sources,.and the socializing influence 
upon our people as a whole, the state 
will become a better place in which to 
live.” 

The speaker pointed to employment 
the highway program would afford as 
an immense benefit. ; 

“As a result of business and eco- 
nomic conditions the employment sit- 
uation in the state has become some- 
what acute,” he said, “but this prob- 
lem will be largely solved by the ex- 
ecution of the statewide highway con- 
struction program.” s 

After tracing the history of the 
state highway commission, Mr. Sawyer 
declared that passage of the $65,000,- 
000 issue by the 1929 general assembly 
and the ultimate declaration of its 
validity. by the supreme court of the 
United States “sounded the death 
knell of county lines and local view- 
points in the matter of constructing 
state highways.” 

Mr. Sawyer said that in 1920, when 
the department was authorized to lay 
out a system of highway “at this time 
only two county seats in the state— 
Pickens and Greenville—were connect- 
ed by an improved road.” 

“From 1920 to 1930 substantial 
progress was made in the construction 
of state highways, but during these 10 
years the highways were constructed 
from a county or district viewpoint, 
with the result that the state highway 
condition map presented a fair picture 
of a disconnected, patchwork, crazy

These latter proceedings 
must originate in the superior court 
except such cases wherein exclusive 
jurisdiction is vested in the federal 
courts. His judgments ‘and decrees 
may be reviewed by the supreme court 
or the court of appeals of Georgia, de- 
pending upon the nature of the case. 
Conception of Position. 


“The above condensed’ statement 
gives some general idea of the im- 
portance of the office and, 2s a con- 
sequence, the seriousness with which 
the voter should approach the matter 
as he prepares his ballot and registers 
his will at the polls. 

“It may be a matter of interest 
to the people if I here and now brief- 
ly oftline my own conception of an 
acceptable judge of the superior court. 
First, he should be well grounded in 
the principles of the English common 
law and of the statute law of his 
state and this can be accomplished 
only by constant application and a 
wide and varied personal experience 
in the actual practice of law that 
is in the. preparation and trial of 
cases in all the courts. Of course 
it is of great advantage to have had 
prior judicial experience. He should 
think in terms of the law, and be able 
at once to determine whether citations 
by counsel ef decisions of appellate 
courts are applicable or inapplicable 
to the case on trial or the particular 
point under consideration. In _ pro- 
ceedings in equity, where oft-times he 
is vested with wide discretion, he 
should exercise that discretion wisely, 
soundly and sanely and make his find- 
ings accord with what is right in the 
case. The judge should during all 
sessions of the court maintain and 
cause to be preserved that order and 
decorum compatible with the dignity 
of the tribunal over which he presides 
the better to secure justice for the 
litigants whose personal liberty or 
shbstantial property rights may be 
involved. 


Record Is Open. 

“When a case is called and the 
trial commenced he should then and 
there free his mind from the person- 
nel of the parties, their counsel, the 
witnesses, and the jury. To the judge 
the trial should be in all respects ‘a 
case’ and whether thsoe interested in 
the result be rich or poor;:a great 
corporation or the man who works 
with his hands, he should give the 
utmost of his mind, heart and con- 
science to the end that substantial 
justice may be accorde.. the parties, 
under the law, and that verdicts and 
judgments may speak the truth. And 
finally, but by no means last, a judge 
should be a correct man in his private 
life, free from bigotry or arrogance; 
walking uprightly before his fellow- 
man and at all times and in all acts 
holding himself accountable to the 
Great Judge whose decrees are from 
everlasting to everlasting.

THE COMBAT WITH CRIME. 

Questionnaires submitted to the 
attorneys-general of many states 
asking opinions of measures needed 
to diminish the crime curse of the 
nation have resulted in a consensus 
upon three leading~ points. They 
are these needs: Quickness in ap- 
prehending law breakers, prompt- 
ness of prosecution, and certainty 
rather than seyerity of punishment. 


It maw be remarked that those 
have aiways been the essentials of 
adequate law enforcement. They 
are the prime essentials in the pres- 
criminal conduct 
throughout the country. They are 
needs, however, that only the states 
can supply, each for itself. 

There is no civilized country that 
is less competently policed than the 
United States. Other nations unify 
their police systems, divorce them 
from all political attachments, and 
give them centralized control and 
co-ordinated operations. In this 
country we have 49 state and Dis- 


is-| trict of Columbia law enforcement 


systems and in nearly every organ- 
ized community an independent po- 
lice force wholly locally controlled. 

In the primary matter of quick 
apprehension of perpetrators of 
crime there is a general ignorance of 
detective methods and lack of skill. 
Rothstein and many, other 
flagrant murders in New York city 
have not been solved years after 
their commission. Chicago is crowd- 
ed with unapprehended murderers, 
and Atlanta has several notorious 
major murders that are yet profound 
and unsolved mysteries. The whole 
country suffers from such police in- 
adequacy and the statement comes 
from reliable criminal research 
sources that there are now 100,000 
mankillers at large in these United 
States. 

The attorneys-general do not hesi- 
tate to find that courts and prose- 
cuting officers are responsible for 
the almost universal laggardness in 
bringing crjminals to the bar and 
before juries. The reasons for the 
delays are as plentiful as blackber- 
ries and, except in very rare cases, 
none of them are valid reasons.

A Dangerous Measure Brewing. 

Far more dangerous to the future 
good of the state is the Lankford 
constitutional améndment, submitted 
b- the last legislature, and to be voted 
upon in November. 

The object of that amendment is 
stated to be to give authority to the 
general assembly to levy an incom@ 
tax at ‘all. . 

But that object is no longer neces- 
sary since the supreme court of. the 
state has decided with unanimous 
voice that the general assembly now 
has that right. That is a fact that 
every man who understands’ the con- 
stitution knows has existed ever since 
the document was ratified in 1877. 

It was successfully argued before 
the legislature that then went on, 
after enacting an incom: tax law, to 
submit this unnecessary amendment.

The real purpose of the amendment 
is to tie the hands of the state again 
as was done in the Terrell amendment 
that limited the ad valorem tax rate 
not to exceed five mills. 

This Lankford amendment provides 
that no income tax shall be levwied 
that exceeds 5 per cent. That is 
in the direct interest of the big rich 
income receivers. It would absolute- 
ly prevent one of the great objectives 
of income taxation, which

Record Crowd Sees Geor- 
gia Boy Defeat British 
_ Heavyweight. |

WIMBLEDON STADIUM, London, 
England, July ‘ 28.—(4)—-Whatever 
hopes England had for a world heavy- 
weight champion were blasted tonight 
by the sledging fists of Willian’ L. 
(Young) Stribling, pride of Georgia. 
The Macon youngster knocked out 
Phil Scott, gangling British titleholder, 
in two rounds, and did it so thorough- 
ly that as far as England is concerned 
the career of their champion is closed, 

A record crowd of 35,000 saw Strib- 
ling belt Falling Phil to the floor four 
times in the first round and polish 
him off in the second with a smashing 
left hook to the ribs. Stribling com- 
pletely outclassed the Briton in the 
engagement that was billed for 10 
rounds for the “championship of the 
old world” and as a crowning anti- 
climax to’ England’s pugilistic hopes, 
stout old Joe Beckett clambered 
through the ropes after the knockout 
and challenged the winner to battle 
him with a bet of 500 pounds sterling 
on the side. 


Scott at least had the satisfac- 
tion of not being counted out on 


the ribs with terrific force and 
sent the Englishman twisting to 
the canvas. He quickly raised him- 
self to a position on one knee but 
there was an agonized expression 
on his face as he took the full 
count of 10. 
At nine Seott made a supreme ef- 
fort, as if to rise, and Stribling, who 
had fought with tigerish ferocity, had 


'a right-hand punch all ready and wait- 
ing for him. Scott waved his arms in 
a frantic, hopeless gesture of defense 
and slipped back on his haunches. He 


never did get to his feet. 
NO CRY OF FOUL. 

There was no cry of foul to mar 
the knockout. Stribling left the ring 
unscarred and cheers greeted his 
struggle in the passage up the jammed 
aisle to the dressing room while boos 
almost as loud followed Scott, who 
had failed Britain and himself in his 
last chance for glory. By tonight’s af- 
fair Scott’s ring career may be con- 
sidered closed in this country w ile 
Stribling is regarded as the logical ‘op- 
ponent for a world title battle with 
Max Schmeling. 

Stribling’s ringcraft, and his 
strong, tanned left arm which 
pounded Scott’s white torso un- 
mercifully from the first clang of 
the bell, gave the Georgian the 
victory. The American rained 
blows on his victim and never 
gave Scott a chance to box. Scott 
landed occasionally with his long 
left to Stribling’s chest and face 
but his blows were mostly taps 
witkout sting. 

The Macon flyer wasted no time 
with Scott in the opening round. They 
had hardly come together before the 
Georgian ripped his “buckshot right 
into Scott's head and followed with a 
volley of left hooks to the face. Stick- 
ing almost entirely to a short, smash- 
ing left hook; Stribling bounced the 
tall, puzzled Englishman to the floor 
for counts of five, sevén and nine, 
Each time it was harder for Phil 
to get to his feet. A right-hand poke 
to the head laid Scott low for the 
fourth time, but the bell ending the 
first round stopped the count. The 
second round was only a minute old 
when Stribling’s searing left hand 
brought the one-sided struggle to ade- 
cisive close.

1 feel convinced that were the opinions of golfers in this 
country obtained on this question, Bobby Jones would head the 
list. And I do not believe that the vote would be accorded him 
because of his supreme golfing genius, but simply on account 
of his manly and modest virtues as a player of a very difficult 
game. 

I do not claim to know Bobby intimately. I only know him 
like many others who have met him on his visits té-this country 
and have played an occasional game together, but there is one 
virtue beyond all others that he possesses and which has impressed 
many more besides myself. That is his modesty. 

Golf is a game that quickly knocks the conceit out of all who 
attempt to play it. It has no use for bounce or bravado and 
those who indulge in these attributes often use them as a cloak 
to hide the fear the game engendérs.

The class of 1919 was not only one of the most famous in sport, but 

it is somewhat remarkable how active it still is in the news and head- 
linés of the day. 

It was in 1919 that Bill Tilden went across to win his first, major 

competition in regaining, or helping to regain, the Davis cup. It was 


in 1919 that Babe Ruth suddenly emerged as a home run hitter, setting 


a new record. 

It was in 1919 that Jeck Dempsey pulled off the massacre of ' 
Maumee bay by annihilating Jess Willard. 

And it was in 1919 that Bobby Jones, then 17, fought his»way for 
the first time to the final round of a major championship. 

No other four men have ever made as much ,sporting history 
as these four in any country in the world. 

Tilden, although beaten by Cochet on Saturday, is still the national 
tennis champion of the United States and the Wimbledon champion. And 
he is almost certain to retain his United States title at Forest Hills in early 
Who is going to stop him? 

Babe Ruth is still leading the two major leagues in the home 
run department of the game and he is now well ahead of all past 
records at this point. 
Bobby Jones is facing his chance to break all golf records by win- 

ning four major championships in a row. : 

Only Jack Dempsey has faded from the competitive picture. It has 
been eight years now since he struck a hostile blow and there is prac- 
tically no chance that he will go after another big shot after waiting so 
Jong. 

A three-year period of idleness—from 32 to 35—is entirely too 
long to give him any chance to work back. ‘ 


ANOTHER 1919 ENTRY. 

It was also in 1919 that Gene Tunney first caught the headlines by 
winning the light-heavyweight championship of the A. E. F., although 
he was then seven years from the main title. 

Tunney, like Dempsey, is now out of the pugilistic swirl, 
with even less desire to try one more start. 

Nineteen hundrgd and nineteen is the class that will probably last 
longer in the history of sport than any other. And three of them are 
still writing history with a golf club, baseball bat and tennis racket.

a tion blocks were all set Monday night 


in 22 south Georgia markets, ready 


for the gong that will open the to- 
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bacco marketing season Tuesday morn- 
ing. Packed into each of the ware- 
houses are thousaads of pounds of 
bright leaf tobacco, some of it said to 
be of the best grades ever offered at 
a Georgia auction. 

From the sales that will start Tues- 
‘day morning, continuing each day un- 
til the season is over, a steady stream 
of gold is expected to flow into the 
hands of the growers. 

There are approximately 50 ware- 
houses in southern Georgia, filled with 
the golden weed. After each day's 
sale the floor will be cleared and new 
tobacco will take its place for the 
following day’s business, 

From the last sale Friday until 
Monday morning no sales are made, 
this time being required to clean up 
the volume of business transacted 


during the week. ' 


oe 


It is anticipated that more than 
$16,000,000 will be realized from this 
year’s offerings. 

Last year the production was 9U,- 
743,520 pounds, from which the grow- 
ers realized,.$16,672,780.27, or an av- 
erage of 18.37 cents per pound, 

Location of Markets. 

The tobacco markets in southern 
Géorgia are located in the following 
cities : 

Adel, Bainbridge, Baxley, Black- 
shear. Cairo, Camilla, Claxton, Doug- 
las, Fitzgerald, Hahira, Hazelhurst, 
Metter, Moultrie, Nashville, Pelham, 
- rmeguas Statesboro, Thomasville, 
Tifton, Valdosta, Vidalia and Way- 
CTOSS., 

At three of these markets there will 
be federal graders to aid the farmers 
who desire that service. A nominal 
charge of 10 cents per 100 pounds is 
to be made for those who use this 
service, it is stated. 

Douglas, Baxley and Tifton are to 
be the headquarters for the graders. 
These graders have made tours during 
the Jast few days, finishing up their 
work today, showing the farmers the 
various grades of tobacco that they 
have in sight. 

Buyers of all of the leading tobacco 
companies from this and foreign coun- 
tries are in the tobacco markets of 
southern Georgia. They will ‘continue 
in the field until the deal is over, it 
is stated. 

Outlook Encouraging. 

The outlook was never more encour- 
aging than on the eve of the opening 
of the markets. Farmers are optimis- 
tic, believing that they will do better 


jn cash returns from their crop than 


they were able to do last season, which 
was the best to that time. 

The weather conditions this year in 
southern Georgia have been ideal for 
tobacco production, in most localities. 
There are fields, of course, where the 
golden weed is not up to the high 
standard desired, but reports indicate 
that the tobacco is grading ‘high in 
most instances. 

At Metter tonight there were three- 
quarters of a million pounds of. leaf 
spread on the floors of three ware- 
houses. In Valdosta, Vidalia. Douglas. 
Blackshear and Moultrie there was 
even a greater yolume on the floors for 
the opening sales. 

At Douglas today the tobacco grow- 
ers held a mass meeting at the court- 
house. FE. D. MeDowell, supervisor 
ef government grading in Georgia 
and Florida, together with three grad- 
ers, explained to the growers how 
the grading process will overate and 
the advantages that will be obtained. 

Farmers brought in small packages 
of tobacco and these were graded be- 
fore the crowd. 

BE. C. Westbrook, of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, is in the tobacco 
belt, also, lending whatever aid he 
can give to the marketing of  to- 
bacco. 

Records May Be Broken. 

Thomasville, Moultrie, Valdosta 
and several other points indicated te- 
day that all previous records will be 
broken in this year’s marketing, both 
as to poundage and cash returns. 

Warehouses throughout the belt 
will be open day and night through- 
out the season. A force will be on 
duty at all times, so that tobacco 
brought in at any time during the 
night may be placed on the floor. 

In most of the cities there will be 
a coin tossed to determine’ which 
warehouse shall have the first sale in 
that market. 

Opening day is a big event in all 
tobacco markets. Growers will be 
on hand on great numbers, it is ex- 
pected, to get a line on the prices 
that will govern the marketing of 
this year's crop.

IN MACON HOSPITAL 


"| Gifted Editor and Leading 


Citizen of Valdosta Suc- 
cumbs to Stroke. 


MACON, Ga., July 28.—(4)—Death 
Monday removed from the ranks of 
Georgia newspapers a distinguished 
editor with the passing of Charles C. 
Brantley, editor of The Valdosta 

imes. ; 

Stricken with paralysis while at- 
tending the annual convention of the 
Georgia Press Association, of which 
he was a Valued and popular member, 
Mr. Brantley was brought to a hos- 
pital here last Tuesday. | 

Unconscious most of the time while 
fighting the approach of death, Mr. 
Brantley finally succumbed to an 
early hour Monday. 

Mrs. Brantley, a newspaper wom- 
an; Thomas F. Brantley, of Tallahas- 
see, Fla., and Marvin Brantley, of 
Quitman, brothers, and a son, Frank, 
of Valdosta, were all at the bedside 
when the end came. 

At the time of his death, Mr. 
Brantley was 63 years of age. He 
was born in Milledgeville, moj ing to 
Valdosta to assume the duties of re- 
porter on The Times, later marrying 
Miss Florence Williams, then society 
editor of the newspaper. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and adopted son, 
Frank; three brothers, Marvin E. 
Brantley, Quitman; George Brantley, 
Lakeland, Fla. and Tom Brantley, 
Tallahassee, Fla., and three sisters, 
Mrs. W. G. Crawley, Augusta; Mrs. 
R. B. Moore, Ya and Mrs. 
J. L. Crawford, Dothan, Ala. 

Louie Morris, president of the 
Georgia Press Association, from his 
office in Atlanta, upon learning of 
Mr. Brantley’s death, named five 
members of the state body to attend 
the funeral as an official escort. 

The five names were: Herbert H. 
Wind, Cairo Messenger; Royal Daniel, 
Quitman Free Press; E. R. Jerger, 
Thomasville Times Enterprise; W. T. 
Shytle, Adel News, and C. D. Allen, 
Moultrie Observer. 

Leading Citizen and Gifted Editor. 

Charles C. Brantley had occupied 
for many years the place of one of 
Valdosta’s most outstanding citizens. 
He had been a resident of that city 
for about 38 or 40 years, the greater 
portion of the time connected with 
the newspaper work. When a young 
man he went there as a traveling 
salesman for a large grocery concern, 
and he was immensely popular with 
the trade in the territory he covered. 
Growing tired of travel he became 
identified with the Valdosta Tele- 
scope, afterwards with the Valdosta 
Times, commencing first as a report- 
er and after the late Colonel C. Rh. 
Pendleton disposed of The Times and 
came to Macon, Mr. Brantley became 
its editor, which position he has filled 
almost continuously until the present 
time, 

Mr. Brantley possessed a charm of 
personality which made for him friends 
in every walk of life. As an editor 
he ranked high among writers. He 
was a student, possessed a wonderful 
memory and had the gift of expressing 
his thoughts in a trenchant manner. 
Mr. Brantley loved Valdosta and The 
T:mes, and at all times was jealous 
of their good fortunes. His talent 
was always used for the advancement 
of the interests of the city of his 
adoption. a 

In publie affairs Mr. Brantley's in- 
terest was always keen, and his views 
were clear-cut and forcefully cx- 
pressed. Vigorous whenever he took 
a part, he never allowed his pen to 
become tinged with bitterness. . The 
expression of his opposition to men 
or measures seldom, if ever, left a 
sting, but rather drew the respect and 
admiration of his opponents. <As a 
conversationalist, speaker and writer 
he was gifted and became the center 
of interest at any gathering, and al- 
though for — years his health has 
been impaired, he was always cheer- 
ful, radiating good nature even when 
his physical condition was far from 
normal. 

Served Under Gov. Jos. E. Brown. 

During the administration of Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown Mr. Brantley 
was tendered and accepted a place as 
one of the executive secretaries. This 
position was held with distinction for 
a time, but he was never satisfied 
away from his first love—the Val- 
dosta Times, and he resigned and 
came back to his place as head of the 
paper. Again‘at the death of Colonel 
C. R. Pendleton. who was editor of 
the Macon Telegraph, Mr. Brantley 
was called away from Valdosta for a 
time, becoming associate editor of The 
Telegraph. Here again the longing 
for Valdosta and The Times grew un- 
til he relinquished the place in Macon 
and went back to his friends: and The 
Times. 

Among Valdostans, who loved and 
esteemed him, he has held many 
places of respensibility, which he only 
accepted because he loved Valdosta. 
For many years he served as a direc- 
tor of the chamber of commerce and 
he was a charter member’of the Val- 
dosta Rotary Club, one of its directors 
and served a term as its president. 

Only one institution outside of Val- 
dosta has ever been able to hold his 
interest and service continuously. For 
nearly 20 years he has been a member 
of the board of trustees of the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville. During 
those many years of service there he 
became much attached to the work 
and gave wholeheartedly of his time 
and influence to every movement to 
better the condition of the unfortu- 
nates in care of the institution.

FIGHT ON CUMBERLAND 
PARK SITE IS BEGUN 


WILLIAMSBURG, Ky., July 28.— 
(P)—First steps in the fight over 
whether Cumberland Falls shall be a 
state park or a power plant were tak- 
en here today with the filing of con- 
demnation proceedings in behalf of 
the state park commission. 

The suit was filed against the Cum- 
berland River Power Company, an 
Insull company which recently re- 
fused the offer by Attorney-General 
J. W. Cammack to buy the falls, and 
against about 50 owners of adjacent 
land, comprising in all 573 acres. 

The state is expected to proceed to 
acquire about 2,000 acres for the park 
tract. Today’s suit was filed coinci- 
(ent with an announcement by John 
M. Doolan, a Louisville attorney, that 
funds sufficient to guarantee the of- 
fer of former United States Senator 
T. Coleman DuPont to give the state

Mur- 
ray has styled himself the “poor 
man’s friend,” promising, if elected,

Murray, constitutional author and 
always a dominant figure in Okla- 
homa’s chaotic 28 years of state poli- 
tics, is back from an ill-fated attempt 
to establish an American colony on a 
50,000-acre tract in Bolivia. 

Murray’s major opponents are con- 
ceded to be Frank Buttram, Oklahoma 
City oil millionaire, without political 
experience, who has powerful newspa- 
per backing; M,.

Diplomatic Service 
Will Use Air Mails 


WASHINGTON, July /28.—M— 
Bringing modern methods of speed 
into play to assist in its contrast with 
representatives in Latin America, the 
state department; has adopted the air 
mail to expedite diplomatic correspond- 
ence with the sister republics. 


_ ¥n anticipation of a rapid growth 
in this mode of transporting secret and 
confidential dispatches between Wasb- 
ington and the capitals of the southern 
republics, the department has asked 
the budget bureau to approve a sharp 
increase in the appropriation for dip 
lomatic pouches shipped by mail. 

Because of the present maximum 
charge of 55 cents for each half ounce 
of air mail between Washington ‘and 
certain Latin American capitals, only 
the more important rush dispatches 
are sent by airplane, Department offi- 
cials are making a survey of the cost 
to the government of carrying all dip- 
lomatic correspondence by air between 
North and Latin America. Preliminary 
estimates place the cost at about $1,- 
000,000 annually, So it has been de- 
cided to continue for another year air 
mailing only dispatches which can- 
not wait for the slower schedules of 
the mail boats. ‘ 

The time saved by air mail varies 
from five to fifteen days and many of 
the dispatches which now are air mail- 
ed formerly were sent by cable. While 
the air service, is much more expen- 
sive than boat service, a considerable 
sum thus is saved annually in cable 
tolls. 

The heavy leather’ diplomatic 
pouches themselves weigh some three 

unds each and experiments are be- 
ng made with -linen and lighter ma- 
terials which might save considerable 
weight without sacrificing security.

SEETHES Wilt STRIFE 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 28.—(?) 
The Brazilian state of Parahyba to- 
day was reported in turmoil over the 
assassination on Saturday of Joao Pes- 
soa, state president and liberal can- 
didate for the vice presidency of the 
country in the last elections. ; 
There were no direct communica- 
tions from the state to the capital, 
but dispatches from neighboring states 
reported that serious trouble was im- 
minent. 

In rioting today one man Was re- 
ported killed, a score injured and sev- 
eral houses were burned. 

Crowds marched through the streets 
of Parahyba, the state capital, and 
set fire to residences and stores be- 
longing to Pessoa’s political opponents. 
Persons driven from’ the burning 
buildings had to take refuge in the 
barracks of an infantry battalion that 
has been policing the city while the 
state police were fighting rebels at 
Princeza. : 
At Cabedello, port of Parahyba, dis- 
orders also occurred, . 
Senor Pesson was slain at the City 
of Recife, state of Pernambuco, while 
sitting with friends in a cafe. His 
assailant, Joao Dantas, a_ political 
enemy, was wounded in the head and 
captured, ; : 

So great is the partisanship for 
the dead statesman who was a ne- 

hew of former President Epitacio 
essoa, of Brazil, that the acting gov- 
ernor of Parahyba feared further vio- 
lence if the body were brought back 
and ordered. that it be held at Re- 
cife. 

Dispatches from that city say that 
187 prisoners held for various of- 
fenses at Parahyba, stormed the main 
gate of the prison begging for free- 
dom to avenge the death of Pessoa. 

The assassination grew out of 
guerilla warfare in which more than 
300 men, both rebels and stafe po- 
lice, had been killed since the begin- 
ning of the year. 

For more than four months Jose 
Pereira, a state deputy, has maintain- 
ed open rebellion against the state au- 


mingham, died suddenly in the Ala- 
bama city late.

STABLE FUTURE SEEN 


FOR MEXICO BY GL 


NEW ORLEANS, July 28.—Q)— 
Portes Gil, former president of Mex- 
ico, reached here today from Havana 
to give voice to his high expectations 
on the future of Mexico. He was 
accompanied by his mother, wife, 
three-year-old daughter and a small 
entourage. 

His trip, he said, was purely vaca- 
tional and he would return to Mexicv- 
through San Antonio. He was met 
at the dock by the Mexican consular 
staff and representatives of the New 
Orleans city government. The par- 
ty’s hotel suite was banked with 
flowers sent by Mexican and city of- 
ficials, 

“The message I would like to give 
to the people of America,” the ex- 
president sald, “is that Mexico will 
pay every dollar of her international 
debt. We have got, of course, to 
make such funding arrangements as 
will permit us to pay our debt out 
of our yearly income. 

“Mexico has come through the same 
turbulent peried that marked America 
after the American revolution and 
that marked France after the French 
revolution. We are steadying. down. 
Our leaders are working indefatiga- 
bly to bring together the differing fac- 
tions for the steady development of 
Mexico. Except in a very few cases 
we have granted political amnesty to 
all our political exiles. 

“In the American newspapers that 
reach us,” he said, “I see much about 
Mexican disturbances but little about 
Mexican development. I learn from 
the American press that the commu- 
nists are growing into control of 
Mexico. That is absurd. The soviet 
has no more influence in Mexican 
affairs than it has in your American 
administration affairs. 

“Tt has taken Mexico some time to 
learn,to govern herself. That is natu- 
ral. Porfirio Diaz is listed as a pres- 
ident of Mexico. He was really an 
absolute monarch. No Porfirio Diaz 
will ever rise in Mexico again. 

“Mexican clections today are affairs 
where we use ballots and not bullets. 
We are opening schools. We are 
building roads. @We are doing our 
Lest to straighten out tangled internal 
problems. We are working out our 
foreign debt.” 


Soviet Will Enforce 
Education of Youth 


MOSCOW, July 28.—(4)—Begin- 
ning this fall, compulsory education 
of all children hetween the ages of 
8 and 15 will be enforced throughout 
the soviet union. This will be the 
first time in the history of Russia 
that obligatory education will be in- 
troduced, 

Through this means, the governmené 
hopes by 1935 to exterminate illiteracy 
complete among the soviet union’s 
150,000,000 population, 

Sixty thousand additional teachers 
will be required to which end the gov- 
ernment has announced that new 
pedagogical training schools will bh 
established. 

As part of this new “cultural revo- 
lution,” as the soviet press describes 
the movement, large proportions of the
